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THE  YEAR'S  WORK  IN  FIGURES 

The  following  statistics  exhibit  the  work  of  the  Li- 
brary during  the  year  1918  as  compared  with  1917. 
A  substantial  gain  is  shown  in  every  department  ex- 
cept that  of  reference  work,  where  there  was  a  decrease 
quite  obviously  due  to  the  withdrawal  of  large  num- 
bers of  our  readers  from  their  ordinary  pursuits  to 
serve  the  nation,  the  practical  suspension  of  colleges 
and  universities,  and  the  many  preoccupations  of  peo- 
ple generally  in  war  activities  of  various  kinds.

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Annotations  in  Library  Book  Bulletins 

WHEN  a  Library  prints  a  list  of  the  books  it  has  purchased 
during  a  given  period  it  not  only  gives  the  public  a  convenient 
index  to  such  purchases  but  it  says,  in  effect:  "Here  are  the  books 
we  have  bought  with  your  money  during  the  past  month,  quarter 
or  year.  They  represent  our  best  judgment  in  selecting,  from  all 
the  books  offered  by  the  publishers,  those  that  we  —  having  in  mind 
our  limitations  and  your  tastes  and  desires  as  experience  has 
revealed  them  to  us  —  think  we  should  have  bought.  We  think  they 
are  good  books  within  their  several  fields,  and  that  they  will  add 
to  your  pleasure  or  profit,  or  both,  if  you  will  read  them,  and  to  the 
usefulness  of  the  Library  by  standing  on  its  shelves.  If  we  did  not 
think  so  they  would  not  be  here." 

Thus  the  Library  is  prepared  to  "stand  behind"  its  book  purchases, 
and  is,  or  should  be  able  to  explain  or  defend,  if  need  be,  the  pres- 
ence of  each  separate  book  in  its  lists.  And  since  the  inclusion  of 
each  separate  book  in  the  lists  is  the  result  of  a  separate,  conscious, 
mental  process  on  the  part  of  some  one  or  more  persons  charged 
with  the  business  of  book  selection,  and  represents  consideration 
and  deliberation,  and  a  decision  reached,  perhaps  in  a  few  minutes, 
but  sometimes  only  after  a  much  longer  period,  it  follows  that  this 
attitude  of  standing  behind  its  books  is  not  baseless  presumption 
but  is  founded  upon  a  legitimate  conviction  duly  and  conscientiously 
arrived  at. 

This  being  true,  it  seems  that  something  of  value  might  be  added 
to  the  lists  if  the  deliberations  of  the  Library  in  its  book  selecting 
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activities  could  be  shared  with  the  public.  By  thus  taking  the  latter 
into  its  confidence  the  Library  would  not  only  be  better  able  to  jus- 
tify its  expenditures  of  book  funds  but  might  also  afford  to  its 
readers  information  that  would  be  welcomed  as  a  means  of  stim- 
ulating interest  in,  or  providing  additional  information  about,  a 
given  book  or,  better,  about  all  of  the  books  in  the  lists.  It  has 
been  found  that  this  can  be  accomplished  very  satisfactorily  by 
means  of  annotations — the  addition  to  each  title  of  a  concise  little 
note  framed  to  convey  the  thoughts  indicated  above. 

Book  annotations  in  Library  Bulletins  must  be  brief,  pointed,  hon- 
est and  convincing.  Being  designed,  in  the  first  instance,  not  to 
induce  book  buying  but  book  reading — not  always  concomitant  ob- 
jects— they  need  not,  or  should  not,  savor  too  much  of  the  untemp- 
ered  enthusiasm  of  the  publisher's  or  publicity  man's  eulogy  aptly 
described  by  a  remarkable  term  of  trade  jargon  as  the  "blurb."  On 
the  other  hand  they  should  be  so  framed  as  to  answer,  as  com- 
pletely as  possible  in  a  very  small  space,  the  double  query  as  to 
"Why  we  bought  this  book  and  why  you  should  read  it."  From  the 
information  compiled  by  the  book  selecting  officials  of  a  Library 
before  the  book  was  bought,  it  should  be  possible  to  evolve  such  an 
answer  to  the  satisfaction  of  every  reasonable  inquirer.  Fre- 
quently such  information  will  be  best  conveyed  in  the  words  of 
others  who  have  said  just  what  we  'wished  to  say  and  have  said  it 
much  better.  In  that  event  quotations  should  be  used  without 
compunction  and  with  no  fear  of  a  latent  implication  of  evading 
responsibility.  We  are  still  standing  behind  the  book — once  re- 
moved. Sometimes  the  note  may  be  wholly  subjective,  reflecting 
the  mental  reactions  of  the  reader;  at  other  times  a  mere  descrip- 
tion will  suffice,  while  not  seldom  nothing  can  be  said  about  a  book 
that  is  not  already  apparent  from  its  title. 

At  all  events  it  has  seemed  wise  to  introduce  annotations  into 
the  Book  Bulletin  and,  beginning  with  this  issue,  the  practice  will 
be  continued  at  least  long  enough  to  afford  a  fair  trial  as  to  its 
value  from  the  point  of  view  both  of  the  Library  and  of  its  pa- 
trons. While  it  will  increase  somewhat  the  cost,  and  will  add  con- 
siderably to  the  labor  of  preparation,  these  burdens  will  be  justified 
and  cheerfully  borne,  and,  eventually,  will  disappear  if,  as  we  con- 
fidently believe,  the  annotations  will  enhance  the  usefulness  of  this 
publication  and  contribute  to  a  better  realization,  on  the  one  hand, 
of  the  policies  and  purposes,  of  the  Library  in  buying  some  books 
and  in  not  buying  other  books,  and,  on  the  other  hand,  of  the  re- 
sults of  our  labors  by  our  patrons  for  whom  they  are  performed.

Wanted:  More  Books  for  Soldiers. 

/T~"SHE  supply  of  gift  books  for  the  soldiers  and  sailors  has  been 
suddenly  cut  off.  With  the  conclusion  of  the  armistice  the 
American  public  has  apparently  lost  interest  in  its  boys  in  the  serv- 
ice. Over  a  million  and  a  half  are  still  under  orders — in  France, 
in  demobilization  camps  in  this  country,  in  hospitals.  More  than 
ever  their  leisure,  with  the  great  preoccupation  of  war  removed,  re- 
quires wholesome  employment.  Classes,  schools,  study  courses  are 
being  conducted  under  government  auspices  in  France,  in  Belgium, 
in  Germany,  wherever  American  boys  are  stationed  to  finish  the 
task  they  went  over  for.  Individually  they  are  sending  their 
thoughts  back  home  ahead  of  their  own  longed  for  return,  seeking 
to  determine  the  kind  of  work  there  may  be  for  them  to  do  when  the 
khaki  and  blue  shall  have  been  finally  put  away,  and  trying  to  fit 
themselves  through  study  and  investigation  to  take  the  places 
awaiting  them  or  to  make  places  for  themselves.  The  American 
Library  Association  is  spending  every  cent  of  its  funds,  received 
through  the  United  War  Work  Campaign  last  fall,  for  technical,  vo- 
cational and  educational  books.  These  are  going  to  meet  the  urg- 
ent call,  most  of  them  overseas  and  a  good  portion  to  the  numer- 
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cms  hospitals  in  Chicago,  and  the  money  to  buy  them  with  is  fast 
running  out. 

There  is  no  money  to  buy  recreational  books  with;  just  novels, 
stories,  picture  books,  jokes.  They  must  come  through  gifts. 
Millions  of  such  books  are  needed,  for  the  sick  and  wounded  in 
the  hospitals  here,  and  for  the  homesick  and  lonely  million  and  a 
half  still  overseas.  Why  have  the  American  people  stopped  their, 
gifts  of  books?

Any  resident  of  Chicago,  or  any  person 
residing  in  Cook  County  having  permanent 
employment  in  the  city,  may  enjoy  the  priv- 
ileges of  the  Library  by  having  a  resident 
of  the  city,  whose  name  must  appear  in  the 
city  directory,  act  as  a  guarantor.  Upon 
application  and  compliance  with  the  rules 
and  regulations  of  the  Board  of  Directors 
a  card  good  for  three  years  will  be  issued, 
which  will  permit  the  applicant  to  draw 
five  books  for  home  use. 

Teachers  are  accorded  special  privileges 
upon  application. 

Books  may  be  retained  two  weeks  and 
may  be  once  renewed  for  the  same  period. 
Books  may  be  renewed  but  once.  Books 
of  recent  purhase  labeled  Seven-day  books 
cannot  be  transferred  or  renewed.  The  card 
must  be  presented  whenever  a  book  is  taken 
out  or  renewed. 

Books  issued  at  Circulating  Centers  or 
Delivery  Stations  may  be  returned  at  the 
Main  Library,  but  books  cannot  be  applied 
for  at  the  Main  Library  and  delivered  to 
Circulating  Centers  or  Delivery  Stations. 

Any  person  of  good  deportment  and  hab- 
its may  use  the  various  Reading  and  Refer- 
ence Rooms  of  the  Library.  No  card  is 


required  to  use  the  books  on  the  open 
shelves  or  the  books  in  the  stacks,  which 
must  be  applied  for. 

A  change  of  residence  should  be  reported 
to  the  Library  immediately. 

A  card  holder  is  responsible  for  all  books 
drawn  on  the  card,  by  whomsoever  pre- 
sented, and  for  all  fines  incurred.  If  a  card 
is  lost,  immediate  notice  must  be  given  to 
the  Library.  A  new  card  will  be  issued 
thirty  days  after  such  notice. 

A  fine  of  one  cent  a  day  on  each  work  of 
non-fiction,  and  three  cents  a  day  on  each 
work  of  fiction,  is  imposed  whether  bound 
in  one  or  more  volumes,  which  is  not  re- 
turned within  two  weeks  from  the  date  of 
issue.  An  additional  charge  of  two  cents 
is  made  for  each  notice  sent  for  the  return 
of  a  book,  and  no  other  books  will  be  de- 
livered to  the  person  incurring  the  fine  until 
it  is  paid. 

A  card  holder  should  also  see  that  the 
call  number  is  crossed  off  the  order  slip 
whenever  a  book  is  drawn. 

Writing  or  marking  in  books  is  prohibited, 
and  all  injuries  to  books  beyond  reasonable 
wear  and  all  losses  must  be  promptly  ad- 
justed to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Librarian.

Any  resident  of  Chicago,  or  any  person 
residing  in  Cook  County  having  permanent 
employment  in  the  city,  may  enjoy  the  priv- 
ileges of  the  Library  by  having  a  resident 
of  the  city,  whose  name  must  appear  in  the 
city  directory,  act  as  a  guarantor.  Upon 
application  and  compliance  with  the  rules 
and  regulations  of  the  Board  of  Directors 
a  card  good  for  three  years  will  be  issued, 
which  will  permit  the  applicant  to  draw 
five  books  for  home  use. 

Teachers  are  accorded  special  privileges 
upon  application. 

Books  may  be  retained  two  weeks  and 
may  be  once  renewed  for  the  same  period. 
Books  may  be  renewed  but  once.  Books 
of  recent  purchase  labeled  Seven-day  books 
cannot  be  transferred  or  renewed.  The  card 
must  be  presented  whenever  a  book  is  taken 
out  or  renewed. 

Books  issued  at  Circulating  Centers  or 
Delivery  Stations  may  be  returned  at  the 
Main  Library,  but  books  cannot  be  applied 
for  at  the  Main  Library  and  delivered  to 
Circulating  Centers  or  Delivery  Stations. 

Any  person  of  good  deportment  and  hab- 
its may  use  the  various  Reading  and  Refer- 
ence Rooms  of  the  Library.  No  card  is 


required  to  use  the  books  on  the  open 
shelves  or  the  books  in  the  stacks,  which 
must  be  applied  for. 

A  change  of  residence  should  be  reported 
to  the  Library  immediately. 

A  card  holder  is  responsible  for  all  books 
drawn  on  the  card,  by  whomsoever  pre- 
sented, and  for  all  fines  incurred.  If  a  card 
is  lost,  immediate  notice  must  be  given  to 
the  Library.  A  new  card  will  be  issued 
thirty  days  after  such  notice. 

A  fine  of  one  cent  a  day  on  each  work  of 
non-fiction,  and  three  cents  a  day  on  each 
work  of  fiction,  is  imposed  whether  bound 
in  one  or  more  volumes,  which  is  not  re- 
turned within  two  weeks  from  the  date  of 
issue.  An  additional  charge  of  two  cents 
is  made  for  each  notice  sent  for  the  return 
of  a  book,  and  no  other  books  will  be  de- 
livered to  the  person  incurring  the  fine  until 
it  is  paid. 

A  card  holder  should  also  see  that  the 
call  number  is  crossed  off  the  order  slip 
whenever  a  book  is  drawn. 

Writing  or  marking  in  books  is  prohibited, 
and  all  injuries  to  books  beyond  reasonable 
wear  and  all  losses  must  be  promptly  ad- 
justed to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Librarian.

It  is  significant  that  by  far  the  largest  gain  is  found  in  the  use  of  the 
branch  libraries.  Although  but  two  new  branches  were  opened  the  increase 
in  branch  circulation  was  11.3%.  That  there  was  a  slight  drop  in  the  circula- 
tion from  the  central  building  simply  confirms  the  theory  that  its  patronage  is 
largely  from  the  younger  business  people — the  first  to  have  been  called  to  serv- 
ice and  tl>€  ones  we  are  most  pleased  to  number  among  our  heaviest  users. 
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Our  work  with  the  schools  has  increased  heavily.  There  are  now  1336 
classroom  and  30  special  school  deposits.  The  high  school  libraries  continue 
to  be  among  our  most  successful  activities.  Their  number  was  not  increased 
during  the  year  because  of  difficulty  in  securing  suitable  help,  but  an  additional 
one  is  to  be  opened  on  or  before  October  1  in  the  new  Robert  Lindblom  High 
School  with  an  initial  collection  of  3500  volumes. 

The  Thomas  Hughes  Room  for  Young  People  shows  a  very  remarkable 
gain  in  the  number  of  books  circulated.  The  picture  collection  is  constantly 
growing  and  is  capable  of  unlimited  development  and  widely  extended  use. 

Reference  use  of  the  Library  naturally  suffered  most  from  the  extraordi- 
nary distractions  of  the  public  mind.  The  reduction  in  the  number  of  stu- 
dents in  the  university  and  professional  schools,  the  added  duties  imposed  upon 
teachers  as  well  as  students  in  all  institutions,  and  the  prevailing  unrest  and 
tension  contributed  to  the  neglect  of  studious  pursuits. 

A  new  subdivision  of  the '  Reference  Department  called  the  Short  Loan 
Desk  has  been  organized  to  supply  reference  service  to  branches  and  deposit 
stations.  Through  this  bureau  our  numerous  and  widely  scattered  extra-mu- 
ral agencies  are  enabled  to  offer  their  patrons  the  vast  reference  facilities  of 
the  main  library.  Problems  of  research  are  promptly  covered,  and  the  nec- 
essary books  are  despatched  as  "short  loans"  to  outlying  depositories  through 
the  Delivery  Stations. 

The  use  of  public  documents  has  greatly  multiplied  during  the  past  two 
years.  This  may  be  ascribed  in  part  to  the  tremendous  activities  of  the  gov- 
ernment in  calling  attention  to  the  importance  of  its  publications. 

Four  hundred  and  twenty-six  volumes  for  blind  readers  were  added  during 
the  year  and  8,487  volumes  were  circulated  for  home  use.

THIS  list  includes  books  for  the  blind  which  the  Library  has  received  since 
the  printed  catalogue  was  issued  in  May,  1916.     Over  four  hundred  vol- 
umes were  added  within  the  past  year  and  these  new  titles  contain  some  very 
good  literature  of  a  comparatively  recent  date. 

Books  from  this  collection  are  loaned  to  blind  residents  of  the  State  of 
Illinois,  and  may  be  called  for  at  the  Library  or  may  be  sent  free  through  the 
mails  to  the  nearest  post  office  or  postal  station.  They  are  shelved  in  the  News- 
paper and  Patents  Room,  in  the  main  building,  first  floor,  at  the  right  of  the 
Randolph  Street  entrance,  and  may  be  obtained  on  any  week  day  (not  a  legal 
holiday)  between  the  hours  of  9  a.  m.  and  5  :30  p.  m. 

Information  for  Borrowers  of  Books  for  the  Blind. 

1.  When  ordering  books,   borrowers   should  send  a  list  of  at  least  six  numbers  or 
titles  in  order  of  preference,  and  when  the  book  number  is  not  used  should  indicate  the 
type  desired. 

2.  Whenever    possible    each    book    should  be  returned  as  soon  as  read. 

3.  Books   may   be   kept    one    month,   and  then  renewed  for  one  more. 

4.  Books   sent   by  mail  must  be  well   protected  by  several  thicknesses  of  newspaper 
and  a  strong  outer  wrapper,  and  must  be  wrapped  so  as  to  be   examined   easily. 

On  the  upper  left  corner  of  wrapper  place  the  name  of  the  sender,  and  on  the  upper 
right  corner  write:    "Free.     Reading  matter  for  the  blind." 

A   package  Weighing  more   than  4  pounds  should  contain  only  one  volume.

AMERICAN  librarians  have  spent  much  time  and  effort  in  developing  and 
enforcing  the  theory  that  one  of  the  most  potent  influences  in  the  for- 
mation of  character  is  found  in  a  child's  reading.  They  have  insisted 
upon  the  importance  of  such  commonplace  ingredients  as  sanity,  probability, 
honest  and  realizable  ideals.  They  enforced  the  truth  of  their  contention  by 
pointing  to  the  wonderful  and  enduring  success  of  such  books  as  those  of 
Louisa  May  Alcott,  who  broke  through  her  own  straight-laced  environment  and 
performed  the  very  divine  feat  of  creating  the  first  human  family  in  American 
juvenile  literature — a  most  ordinary  but  a  most  human  family!  They  denied 
that  books  had  either  to  be  written  down  or  "spiced  up"  for  youthful  compre- 
hension and  dwelt  upon  the  fact  that  the  greatest  children's  books  of  all  time 
were  not  written  for  children  at  all  but  for  their  elders,  viz. :  Arabian  Nights, 
King  Arthur,  Pilgrim's  Progress,  Robinson  Crusoe,  Gulliver.  The  study  of  chil- 
dren's literature  and  the  rights  of  children  in  public  libraries  became  one  of  the 
major  specialties  in  American  library  administration.  Theorizing  presently  gave 
place  to  experiment,  observation,  and  practical  demonstration.  Teachers 
were  easily  led  to  investigate  the  new  doctrine  and  as  easily  convinced  of  its 
essential  truth.  Parents,  contrasting  the  memories  of  the  literary  pabulum  of 
their  own  childhood  with  some  of  the  products  of  the  new  era,  saw  and  ap- 
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proved  the  difference.  And  now  the  makers  and  sellers  of  books  have  not  only 
fallen  in  with  the  movement,  but  have  taken  their  proper  place  at  its  head  by 
instituting  the  Children's  Book  Week,  during  which  they,  in  common  with  li- 
brarians, teachers,  and  parents,  will  take  thought  of  Good  Books  for  Children. 
Every  bookshop  will  make  special  displays  of  children's  books.  Conferences 
and  lectures  will  be  organized;  descriptive  and  selected  lists  adapted  to  every 
age  will  be  compiled.  All  persons  charged  with  responsibilities  for  the  reading 
tastes  and  habits  of  a  child  or  group  of  children  will  welcome  the  opportun- 
ity to  survey  the  results  of  the  campaign  as  they  appear  on  the  tables  of  the 
bookseller  or  the  shelves  of  the  library.  And  not  the  least  among  those  inter- 
ested will  be  the  child  of  the  eighties  and  nineties,  who  will  behold  with  won- 
der the  great  advances  that  have  come  in  the  methods  and  ideals  of  those  who 
make  books  for  children. 

The  recognition  of  the  human  child  in  literature  is  a  matter  of  relatively 
recent  accomplishment.  Both  as  hero,  or  heroine,  in  current  juvenile  stories,  and 
as  the  reader  thereof,  he  or  she  has  been  long  in  arriving.  The  present  gener- 
ation of  adults  must  still  recall  the  hopelessly  perfect  little  prigs  whose  perform- 
ances, either  in  sheer  impossible  goodness  or  in  overcoming  all  foes,  animate 
and  inanimate,  or  in  achieving  fame  and  fortune  with  incredible  speed,  were  the 
staple  of  every  childish  tale.  Aside  from  these  there  were  for  the  boy  only 
the  forbidden  atrocities  of  the  dime  novel,  and  for  the  girl  the  pale  romances 
diluted  from  the  formulas  of  the  "family  story  paper." 

The  turning  point  came  when  writers  of  American  juvenile  stories  began 
to  produce  Good  Books  for  and  about  human  children  instead  of  merely  books 
for  and  about  Good  Children,  and  with  the  hastening  of  that  day  the  public  li- 
braries of  America  had  a  good  deal  to  do. 

The  Public  Library,  therefore,  joins  with  great  pleasure  in  the  plans  for 
the  proper  observance  of  Children's  Book  Week.  In  every  branch  library,  as 
well  as  in  the  main  building,  displays  of  suggestive  lists  and  of  recommended 
books  have  been  organized.  The  Central  Library  display  is  installed  in  the  cor- 
ridor on  the  fourth  floor  adjoining  the  Thomas  Hughes  room,  which  is  the  head- 
quarters of  our  children's  department.  Visitors  are  invited,  and  opportunity 
will  be  given  for  the  discussion  of  problems  or  the  inspection  of  groups  of  books 
suited  to  various  ages,  tastes,  or  conditions.  Conferences  between  parents, 
teachers,  and  librarians  will  be  organized  if  desired.  While  the  library  is,  of 
course,  at  all  times  prepared  to  offer  advice  and  expert  assistance  in  matters  of 
book  selection,  the  opportunity  offered  by  Children's  Book  Week  will  be  made 
the  occasion  for  particular  emphasis  upon  this  phase  of  our  service.

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The  Year  in  the  Library 

DURING  the  current  year  the  Public  Library  passed  the  million  mark  in  the 
number  of  volumes  on  its  shelves,  the  millionth  volume  being  acquired 
some  time  in  September,  though  its  identity  cannot  be  exactly  determined.  At 
the  close  of  the  year  the  total  number  of  volumes  was  1,008,394.  Circulation 
of  books  to  home  readers  took  a  great  upward  leap  as  soon  as  the  war  stopped 
and  shows  a  total  of  7,509,257  volumes  circulated  from  the  main  library  and 
1,584  outlying  stations,  branches,  deposits,  etc.,  as  against  7,061,180  volumes  is- 
sued in  1918  through  1,260  agencies.  Our  work  with  the  public  schools  has  in- 
creased very  heavily,  thanks  to  the  hearty  cooperation  of  the  teachers.  There 
are  now  1,336  classroom  deposits  in  use  and  new  applications  are  received 
more  rapidly  than  they  can  be  filled.  The  amount  expended  for  books  during 
the  year  was  $110,000;  for  periodicals,  $11,000;  for  binding  and  repair  of  books, 
$45,000.  There  are  now  570  persons  on  the  staff,  with  an  annual  payroll  of 
over  $500,000. 

Chief  among  OUP-  projects  for  extension  is  the  new  Regional  Branch,  to  be 
named  after  the  late  Henry  E.  Legler,  librarian  from  1909  to  1917.  Work  on 
this  handsome  building,  located  at  West  Monroe  and  40th  Sts.,  was  begun  in 
March ;  the  corner  stone  was  laid  on  Memorial  Day,  and  in  spite  of  strikes  and 
unforeseen  delays,  the  building  will  be  finished  early  next  spring.  The  West 
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Side  will  then  have  a  center  of  book  distribution  which  in  size,  scope,  and  extent 
of  service  will  be  second  only  to  the  Central  Library,  and  will  bring  the  Public 
Library  closer  to  the  citizens  of  that  section  than  was  ever  before  possible. 

Similar  Regional  Branches  on  the  North  and  South  Sides  are  included  in 
our  plans  for  the  future.  Indeed  our  plans  for  increasing  and  developing  the 
activities  of  the  Chicago  Public  Library  are  limited  only  by  the  size  of  our  bud- 
get. We  fully  realize  the  overwhelming  need  and  possibilities  of  such  develop- 
ment and  are  constantly  inspired  to  greater  efforts  by  the  many  evidences  of 
appreciation  that  come  to  us  from  our  large  and  ever  growing  host  of  patrons.

THE  list  of  books  following  these  paragraphs    represents,    not    the    "Best 
Books"  of  the  year,  but  merely  those  which,  out  of  all  that  swam  within 
our  ken  during  the  twelve  months,  have   proven  most  useful  and  important, 
judged    by    such    standards    of   selection    and    experience   as   we   have   at   our 
command. 

The  process  of  book  selection  in  a  large  public  library  is  perhaps  a  more 
serious  and  careful  one  than  it  is  commonly  understood  to  be.  It  generally 
begins  with  the  actual  reading  or  scanning  of  the  book,  supplemented  by  an 
examination  and  checking  of  reviews.  The  factor  of  probable  public  interest 
and  demand  is  approximated  by  means  of  conferences  of  department  heads 
and  branch  librarians  most  competent  by  contact  with  the  library  constituency 
to  form  an  opinion.  In  these  semi-monthly  conferences  a  decision  is  reached 
as  to  whether  (a)  a  given  book  shall  be  bought;  (&)  how  many  copies  shall 
constitute  the  initial  purchase;  and  (c)  to  what  departments,  branches,  or 
other  agencies  these  copies  shall  be  assigned.  An  order  for  sixty  to  a  hun- 
dred copies  of  a  ne\v  book  is  rather  more  frequent  than  an  order  for  one 
copy,  and,  in  general,  purchases  range  widely  between  these  two  figures.  The 
whole  number  of  new  books  acquired  during  the  year,  therefore,  represents 
the  result  of  critical  judgments,  carefully  compiled  and  digested,  plus  an  esti- 
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mate  as  to  probable  public  demand  formulated  as  above  described.  There 
remains  the  final  verdict  rendered  by  the  public  itself  as  to  the  validity  of 
the  choice  thus  arrived  at. 

The  monthly  lists  in  these  Book  Bulletins  show  the  whole  number  of 
books  added.  The  list  below  comprises  those  which  have  received  the  public 
approval  of  most  frequent  and.  persistent  use.  It  is  thus  a  list  of  "Best  Books" 
only  in  the  sense  that  it  presents  the  most  useful  books,  or  the  most  used 
books  at  any  rate,  as  determined  through  the  spontaneous  suffrage  of  a  large 
army  of  library  patrons  whose  judgment  we  have  every  reason  to  receive 
with  respect.  As  such  it  should  be  of  interest  to  the  patrons  of  the  library 
at  large.

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OUR  yearly  list  of  accessions,  the  "Books  of  1919,"  is  now  off  the  press  and 
on  sale  at  the  nominal  price  of  ten  cents  per  copy.  This  is  the  ninth  an- 
nual issue  of  the  list  which  has  established  itself  as  a  convenient  and  use- 
ful library  guide.  It  is  printed  from  the  type  used  in  the  monthly  Book  Bulletin, 
stored  and  re-arranged  for  this  purpose  at  the  end  of  the  year.  Cost  of  new 
composition  is  thus  eliminated  and  publication  expense  reduced,  making  the 
low  selling  price  possible.  Copies  of  the  lists  covering  former  years  are  still 
available  at  the  same  price. 

It  is  interesting  to  follow  the  literary  fashions  and  predilections  of  the 
year  as  exhibited  by  the  new  publications  appearing  in  various  classes.  The 
number  of  books  here  recorded  as  added  to  the  Library  in  1919  is  2,502,  of 
which  286  are  novels  and  other  forms  of  fiction  for  adult  readers,  106  are 
juvenile  stories,  and  101  are  juvenile  books  on  various  subjects.  All  classes  of 
adult  literature  other  than  fiction  are  represented  by  2,009  titles,  their  distri- 
bution being  conditioned  by  the  output  of  the  publishers,  expert  in  anticipating 
the  desires  of  the  reading  public  and  enterprising  in  the  business  of  respond- 
ing thereto. 

It  is  not  surprising,  therefore,  to  find  the  overwhelming  public  interest  in 
psychic  phenomena,  spiritualistic  manifestations  and  kindred  topics  represented

by  sixteen  new  books,  general  psychology  by  eight,  and  the  absorbing  topic  of 
personal  efficiency  and  the  development  of  personality  as  an  aid  to  success  by 
six,  not  to  mention  a  ten- volume  treatise  on  character  analysis  and  three  new 
books  on  New  Thought.  Prohibition,  as  a  phase  of  personal  ethics,  is  repre- 
sented by  two  new  books  evenly  balanced  for  and  against.  Eighty-five  titles, 
nearly  all  new,  on  various  topics  in  Religion  were  added  to  the  Library;  four- 
teen of  these  being  on  Bible  study,  four  on  future  life,  seven  volumes  of  ser- 
mons, and  four  on  missions. 

In  the  wide  field  of  Sociology  the  most  fruitful  divisions  were  Economics, 
economic  post-war  readjustment  (thirty-five  titles),  Labor,  including  syndical- 
ism and  socialism,  Democracy  (ten  titles),  books  on  citizenship  and  American- 
ization, government  in  Europe,  and  Foreign  Relations.  No  less  than  fourteen 
books  appeared  on  the  League  of  Nations.  In  Practical  Sociology  the  prob- 
lem of  the  disabled  soldier  is  represented  by  the  same  number  of  new  publi- 
cations, special  efforts  having  been  made  by  the  Library  to  cover  this  subject 
as  completely  as  possible. 

Americanization  is  again  met  with  in  the  field  of  Languages,  where  books 
on  learning  English  and  teaching  English  to  foreigners  are  listed  in  great  va- 
riety. Interest  in  the  Sciences,  pure  and  applied,  together  with  technology  and 
the  Useful  Arts  in  general,  appears,  on  the  other  hand,  to  have  been  tempora- 
rily eclipsed  by  the  preoccupation  of  the  world  with  'political  and  economic  prob- 
lems. Exceptions  were  the  ever-popular  subject  of  automobile  construction 
and  operation,  military  science,  and  the  more  peaceful  pursuits  of  husbandry 
and  housewifery.  Thirty-four  new  books  on  different  branches  of  farming,  gar- 
dening, and  animal  culture  found  their  way  to  our  shelves  and  twenty  new 
cook  books  brought  up  the  rear. 

The  perennial  and  highly  significant  interest  in  books  on  business  subjects 
again  brought  forth  a  large  number  of  admirable  works.  Business  manage- 
ment, efficiency  and  methods ;  office  pr  ictice,  stenography  and  typistry ;  adver- 
tising, accountancy  and  salesmanship,  are  some  of  the  phases  of  commercial 
life  upon  which  a  steadily  growing  number  of  excellent  manuals  is  published, 
evidently  in  response  to  a  keen  and  wholesome  demand  from  young  business 
folk  seeking  help  in  getting  ahead.  These  books  are  usually  costly  and  the 
number  of  copies  required  to  meet  the  persistent  call  involves  large  expendi- 
tures from  the  book  fund.  But  their  usefulness  and  importance  is  so  obvious 
that  there  can  be  no  question  as  to  the  propriety  of  making  the  most  generous 
provisions  possible  in  this  one  of  the  most  practical  and  least  literary  fields  of 
library  service. 

The  Fine  Arts,  covering  altogether  but  four  scant  pages  in  this  catalog, 
hardly  received  their  due  meed  of  attention  from  the  makers  of  books,  but  Lit- 
erature fills  fifteen  pages  with  three  hundred  and  thirty-eight  book  titles,  re- 
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fleeting  again  the  steadily  widening  interest  in  literary  pursuits  among  both 
readers  and  writers.  The  number  of  readable  volumes  of  literary  criticism 
and  ca'userie  is  specially  noteworthy,  while  the  growing  popularity  and  in- 
creasing number  of  clever  essayists,  both  English  and  American,  is  a  phenom- 
enon pleasant  to  note.  Writing  for  the  fun  of  writing  instead  of  for  the  fash- 
ioning of  grindstones  for  axes  is  coming  again  into  its  own,  and  our  new  Amer- 
ican practitioners  of  the  art,  with  their  Walking-stick  papers,  Chimney-pot 
papers,  Percolator  papers,  Broome  street  straws  and  similar  delightful  titles', 
are  making  places  for  themselves  besides  such  true  and  tried  Britons  as  Hilaire 
Belloc  and  E.  V.  Lucas.  But  Poetry  and  Drama  still  take  the  lead  by  sheer 
weight  of  numbers,  and  we  "point  with  pride"  to  the  ten  solid  columns  under 
the  former  head,  in  which,  we  venture  to  hope,  not  a  single  worthy  new  ver- 
sifier, however  free,  will  be  found  missing.  The  drama,  too,  is  worthily  repre- 
sented in  this  selection  from  the  year's  product,  both  in  quality  and  quantity. 

Travel  and  description  scarcely  held  its  own  in  the  number  of  new  works 
published,  perhaps  because  of  world  conditions  which  have  extinguished  the 
tourist  and  rendered  even  arm-chair  travels  uninviting.  The  perennial  interest 
in  the  lives  of  other  human  beings  is  sustained  in  the  large  number  of  biog- 
raphies recorded  in  our  list,  while  History  was  naturally  engrossed  with  the 
story  of  the  War,  which  here  fills  no  less  than  eight  pages.  This  material  is 
properly  added  to  the  Library  for  the  use  of  students  and  future  historians, 
though  the  casual  reader  has  been  glad  to  turn  away  from  the  subject  and 
makes  small  demands  upon  our  vast  and  growing  collection  of  War  literature. 
There  are,  besides,  several  flaming  new  books  about  Ireland,  twenty  on  Russia, 
and  a  whole  page  of  miscellaneous  material  on  American  subjects,  including 
a  detailed  list  of  the  charming  little  volumes  comprising  the  scholarly  and 
fascinating  Chronicles  of  America. 

The  total  number  of  works  of  fiction  published  in  this  country  in  1919  was 
671.  Out  of  this  number  286  were  chosen  for  addition  to  the  Library,  after 
examination  of  practically  the  entire  annual  crop,  and  as  the  result  of  such  crit- 
ical and  selective  methods  as  have  been  evolved  from  our  experience,  combined 
with  knowledge  of  the  average  desires  and  preferences  of  our  patrons.  We 
are  fairly  confident  that  the  selection  is,  on  the  whole,  adequate  and  representa- 
tive. The  total  number  of  American  publications  in  all  fields  during  the  year 
was  7,625,  of  which  our  catalog  comprises  2,502. 

Anatole  France  has  defined  criticism  as  the  "adventures  of  a  soul  among 
masterpieces."  The  "Books  of  1919"  may  be  regarded  as  an  annual  report  of 
our  adventures  among  the  literary  manufactures  of  the  year,  taking  the  master- 
pieces with  the  humbler  products.  As  such  it  is  submitted  to  our  readers  for 
their  use  and  approval.

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"Why,  I  Never  Knew—!" 

THE  secretary  to  the  president  of  a  large  coal  company  was  requested  to 
look  up  data  on  publicity  for  the  coal  business.     She  came  first  to  the 
Public  Library  where  she  was  given  Borsodi's  'Coal  Advertising,'  which 
seems  to  have  been  just  what  the  chief  wanted.  "Why!"  he  exclaimed,  "I  never 
knew    there    were    such    books !"      The  next  time  he  addressed  his  sales  force 
he  took  occasion  to  mention  his  "efficient  secretary  who  knows  how  to  use  the 
Public  Library,"  adding  that  his  hearers  might  find  much  to  profit  them  by 
acquiring  similar  familiarity  with  it. 

The  librarian  of  our  largest  branch  recently  called  upon  some  of  the  busi- 
ness men  in  her  district.  Among  others  she  visited  the  banker,  taking  with 
her  'Advertising  and  Service,'  published  by  the  A.  W.  Shaw  Company.  "Why !" 
said  the  banker,  "that's  a  book  I've  been  wanting  to  read  for  a  long  time  but 
it  is  so  expensive  that  I  hesitated  about  buying  it.  Can  I  borrow  it  for  a.  few 
days?"  "Of  course,"  said  the  librarian,  "that  is  what  I  bought  it  for.  And,  by  the 
way,  we  have  others  along  the  same  lines."  "You  don't  tell  me !"  replied  the 
banker.  '.'Do  you  know,  I  never  knew  you  kept  such  books." 

For  hep  visit  to  the  caterer  the  librarian  armed  herself  with  Kirkland's 
'Modern  Baker,  Confectioner  and  Caterer/  an  English  work  replete  with  elab- 
orate illustrations  of  table  decorations  and  fancy  cookery  and  bakery  in  the  high- 
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est  reaches  of  the  art.  "Say,"  spoke  the  caterer,  "I  have  a  big  wedding  job 
that  I  want  to  do  in  particular  style.  Let  me  take  that  book  for  three  days." 
He  got  the  book  and  came  to  the  branch  on  the  third  day  to  return  it  with 
profuse  expressions  of  gratitude,  to  which  he  added :  "That  book  just  earned 
me  fifty  dollars.  I  got  some  ideas  out  of  it  that  had  never  been  used  before. 
I  never  knew  I  could  get  such  books  in  the  Public  Library." 

One  of  the  largest  of  the  packing  companies  at  the  Stock  Yards  was  slow 
in  accepting  the  suggestions  of  certain  heads  of  departments  who  desired  to  as- 
semble an  office  library  of  the  few  but  expensive  books  that  have  been  pub- 
lished on  the  meat  industry,  together  with  some  collateral  lines.  When  the  idea 
was  finally  approved  and  the  books  bought,  the  iiouse  grudgingly  assigned  a 
young  woman  file  clerk  to  take  charge  of  them  in  her  odd  moments.  A  rep- 
resentative of  our  traveling  library  department,  calling  to  "sell"  a  Public  Li- 
brary deposit  of  books,  found  the  young  woman  responsive  but  uninformed, 
and  deeply  sceptical  about  the  attitude  of  the  firm.  A  beginning  was  made, 
however,  with  a  small  collection  from  the  Library,  comprising  works  on  pub- 
licity, salesmanship,  accounting,  and  other  pertinent  subjects,  which  were  ea- 
gerly welcomed  by  the  staff  in  the  several  departments.  The  enthusiasm  of 
the  young  file  clerk  was  kindled  and  her  latent  ability  brought  into  play,  with 
the  result  that  the  officials  finally  became  interested,  the  deposit  was  increased 
to  include  a  good  collection  of  leisure-time  reading,  the  entire  personnel  was 
put  in  touch  with  the  library,  and,  incidentally,  the  file  clerk  developed  into 
a  real  and  highly  efficient  librarian.  A  few  weeks  ago  she  was  sent  at  Com- 
pany expense  to  the  convention  of  the  Special  Libraries  Association  in  New 
York,  where  she  met,  heard  and  mingled  with  some  hundreds  of  her  own  kind, 
librarians  of  "special  libraries"  in  business  houses,  factories,  banks  and  indus- 
trial plants ;  an  assemblage  of  experts  who,  within  a  few  years,  have  made  a  dis- 
tinct place  for  themselves  in  modern  business  administration.  And  thus  the 
library  idea  was  "sold"  to  the  last  of  the  big  packers.  Our  deposit  depart- 
ment declares  that  it  takes  about  ninety  days  to  sell  the  Library  to  a  new  pros- 
pect in  the  business  world.  Nearly  always  the  first  response,  either  expressed 
or  pointedly  implied,  is  to  the  effect  that  "we  never  knew  there  were  such 
books !" 

It  is  no  longer  good  natural  history  to  refer  to  the  alleged  propensity  of 
the  ostrich  to  stick  his  head  in  the  sand  by  way  of  escaping  trouble.  Yet  the 
outworn  simile  suggests  itself  as  a  fit  illustration  of  the  attitude  still  held  by 
a  large  though  rapidly  diminishing  number  of  business  men  toward  the  Public 
Library.  The  fault,  no  doubt,  rests  partly  with  the  libraries — but  not  alto- 
gether. 
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BOOKS  FOR  VACATION 

VACATION  loans  are  made  on  and  after  June  first  to  any 
registered  card-holder.  Ten  books  or  less  may  be  taken  out 
to  be  returned  on  or  before  October  first.  Five  of  the  ten 
may  be  fiction,  other  than  seven-day  books;  the  rest  may  be  drawn 
at  will  from  any  or  all  classes  of  literature,  except  the  most  recent 
books,  or  all  ten  may  be  non-fiction  if  preferred. 

Vacation  loans  are  made  to  juvenile  borrowers  upon  the  writ- 
ten request  of  parent  or  guardian. 

The  loan  must  be  made  in  one  transaction  either  at  the 
Central  Library  or  at  a  branch.  Ten  books  or  less  will  be  issued  at 
one  time  for  the  whole  vacation  period  and  may  be  returned  in 
installments.  The  borrower's  regular  library  card  must  be  sur- 
rendered when  the  vacation  loan  is  made,  and  will  be  returned  to 
him  when  all  obligations  have  been  canceled. 

Borrowers  may  arrange  to  have  their  vacation  books  shipped 
out  of  town  to  their  summer  address  by  leaving  the  amount  of 
postage  plus  a  fee  to  cover  wrapping  and  shipping,  at  the  rate  of 
three  cents  per  volume  or  twenty-five  cents  for  ten.  All  shipping, 
both  ways,  will  be  at  the  borrower's  risk. 

Borrowers  may  obtain  help  in  making  their  selections  by 
inquiring  at  any  branch  or  at  the  Information  Desk  of  the  Central 
Library. 

When  books  urgently  desired  for  vacation  use  are  not  avail- 
able on  the  day  when  the  borrower  calls,  arrangements  may  be 
made  to  have  them  sent  later  by  leaving  a  deposit  to  cover  post- 
age and  shipping  charges.  Any  balance  of  such  deposit  remaining 
at  the  end  of  the  vacation  period  will  be  refunded. 

Parcel-Post  Cards 

We  would  call  attention,  also,  to  the  parcel-post  card  issued 
by  the  Library.  This  is  a  plan  enabling  the  borrower  to  pay  for  a 
dollar's  worth  of  postage  at  a  time,  so  that  he  may  receive  and  send 
back  books  by  mail  when  out  of  the  city.  This  arrangement, 
however,  covers  only  the  regular  loan  period  of  two  weeks  (with 
the  privilege  of  renewal  for  two  more  weeks)  and  does  not  have 
reference  to  vacation  loans.
